H e said the 
bombs they were m aking would be good 
“ fodcV ” for the capitalists and the police. 
The bombs were to be used that night. 
Lingg said when the bombs were finished 
they carried them to Zeopf’s H all, where 
they were well distributed. From Zeopf's 
H all witness and Lingg went over to the 
Larrabee-street Police Station. There was 
to he a disturbance 0 :1 the North Side— 
tiiat was arranged previously ; another dis­ 
turbance was to be made on the W est Side, 
and one more 011 the N orth Side, to pre­ 
vent the police from massing at any one 
point. 
“ Tell what conversation you bad with 
Lingg that night when volt left Zeopf’s 
H all.” 
“ H e said a disturbance ought to he 
made everywhere on the North Side to pre­ 
vent the police from going over to the West 
Side.” 
“ W hat did Lingg say on going over to 
the I.urabee-street station ?” 
“ He said it would be a beautiful thing to 
throw a couple of bombs into the police 
station. Two officers were sitting in front 
o f the station. 
Lingg said they could not 
do m uch and that ifo th crsran o u t we could 
shoot them down. The patrol wagon came 
up. and Lingg said that he was going to 
throw the bomb, and that was the best op­ 
portunity. 
I said that was n ota good time, 
th at it would be w ithout effect. 
H e then 
became wild and excited. 
He wanted nte 
to give him some lire. 
1 was sm oking a 
cigar, and went into a hall and struck 11 
m atch, as if I was going to give it to him . 
The patrol wagon was coming by. It passed 
its before he got the m atch, when he wanted 
to follow the wagon. 
He thought there 
was trouble on the West Side and wanted 
to go where it was. 
I persuaded him not 
to go. 
We got to the bouse a little before 
11 o’clock. 
He asked me if I had seen in 
the paper that arm ed m en were going to 
hold a m eeting 011 the West Side. 
I said 
no. 
He showed m e the Arbeitcr Zeitung. 
lie showed me the word ‘rube,’ and said 
that m eant that everything was to be turned 
upside down and that there was to be 
trouble.” 
W itness gave in detail their movements 
that night and the inside history of the A n­ 
archists’ Society.

Bulletin suvs : Advices at hand yesterday 
from the hop-growing sections of this State 
are the worst received.

N ew Y ork, July 21st.—The first bale of 
the new State hops was received from 
Cooperstown yesterday. This is considered 
unusually early. 
Reports from the fields 
in the interior are still very discouraging, 
some authorities estim ating there will not 
be more than a two-thirds crop, hut these 
should be received with caution, while 
speculation is ram pant. 
There have been 
few operations in the New York m arket of 
late above 25 cents per pound, but in the 
interior as high as 30 and 31 cents has been 
paid. 
Serious C harge A gainst a Leading K night 
of Labor. 
W ichita (Ks.), July 21st.—The arrest of 
W alter Drew for robbing the cars at Seda- 
lia. Mo., is of peculiar interest, if the state­ 
m ent of detective DeLong of the Missouri 
Pacific force be true.

A num ber of servants testified that ladies 
secretly visited Sir Charles Dilke, and :hat 
lie m ade regular assignations at the War- 
rc-n-street house. 
W hile Mrs. CratVford was testifying u n ­

cross-examination, 
Captain 
Foster 
entered the Court-room, and was seen by 
her, when she became less confident in her 
m anner, and her replies were often m ade 
in a stam m ering way, and after long 
pauses.

pleasing tones, dam aging Dilke without 
exculpating herself. T he evidence given 
to-day produced a deep impression. 
Its 
directness, clearness and circum stantial 
m inuteness convinced all of its truth. 
Dilko's refusal to deny a liaison with Mrs. 
Crawford’s m other is attributed to the open 
nature of the scandui, rendering denial 
impossible.

P r o f e s s o r T h o r o l d R ot. e b s, of Ox­ 
ford, the eminent aittkov, writes to the 
New York Tribune expressing the belief 
that a deadlock will xtccur in the British 
Parliament until as full a measure as the 
late home-rulc bill is granted by the Gov­ 
ernment. 
In this view Professor Rogers 
appears to reflect the best judgment of im­ 
partial on-lookers.

reputation has discouraged thousands of Liber­ 
als from voting at all, an d it is to th e ir honor 
th a t they ltuve hesitated to th in k h im in the 
w rong. 
Long and w ell as 1 have know n him , I 
can find uo reason for his action beyond bis dis­ 
lik e o f the past tactics o f th e Irish party, in 
w hich, as I stated in th e House o f Commons, 
they m ade.

ASSAILING THE JUDICIARY. 


Refore the idea of an extra session of 
the 
legislature 
was thought of, the 


R e c o r d - U n io n expressed Its abhorence of 
the assaults made upon the Supreme Court 
and the challenge of its motives. 
AYe 
said then that the demand for the resigna­ 
tion of the Justices was dangerous, a 
menace to free institutions and an assault 
upon the threefold system of checks and 
responsibilities upon which the substruct­ 
ure of the republic rests. Now that it is 
proposed to so use the legislative arm of 
the Government as to oust the Justices be­ 
cause of an interpretation of the law held 
to be adverse to certain great interests, we 
repeat that the scheme is a revolutionary 
threat fraught with dangers that cannot 
be calmly contemplated. The disguise Ls 
assumed that the reorganization of the 
Court is for the purpose of expediting the 
business of litigants, increasing the ju­ 
dicial salaries and enhancing the efficiency 
of the system. Such reasons proposed at 
almost any other time would have force, 
but when projected upon the heels of the 
recent riparian decision, and proposed to 
l>c given vitality by an extraordinary ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, called to promote 
important industrial interests involved by 
a recent decision, it is folly to deny that 
the real and underlying purpose is to se­ 
cure a bench pledged to decide in accord­ 
ance with the views of the friends of 
those interests, who are at the same time 
the projectors of the measure. We are not 
discussing the wisdom of the decision in 
question, or the applicability of the rules 
of law upon which it rests to the natural 
conditions of the State; but we do say 
that if the precedent is once established 
that a Court may be torn down and a new 
one huilded ujton its ruins because of its 
interpretation of law in a contest between 
litigants, there is practically an end to 
the 
independence of 
the bench and 
consequent end to all judicial guards to 
personal and property rights. The deter­ 
. ruination of issues will be transferred to 
the political forum of the Government, ami 
all that is worth having or enjoying in the 
Republic may thus become dependent upon 
the drift of the political breeze or the con­ 
trol by any agency of the legislative arm. 
In the words of the Bar Association of 
San Francisco, “the freedom and independ­ 
ence of the judiciary are inestimable and 
should be maintained, and the attempt to 
expel the present members of the Supreme 
Court through the guise of a constitutional 
amendment because of a decision rendered 
by them, is fraught with danger to the in­ 
dependence of the judiciary, stability and 
perpetuity of our institutions, and is 
directly subversive of the express guaran­ 
tees contained in the Constitntion designed 
to protect the independence of the judiciary 
in the administration of justice.” No State 
of the American Union can afi'ord to ven 
ture upon such dangerous ground. Courts 
may be reorganized, and it is frequently 
wise to readjust the judicial system, but 
these things never can l>e tolerated with a 
view to obtaining c given judgment from 
the bench. 
It is gratifying to .learn, as we do since 
the foregoing was written, from authentic 
sources, that the friends of irrigation legis­ 
lation have abandoned all measures look­ 
ing to a present reorganization of the Su­ 
preme Court Let all others do likewise 
who have the interests of free institutions 
at heart. There is a time in which it will 
be proper enough to consider the reorgan 
iiation of the Court witli a view of render­ 
ing it more efficient and of advancing its 
business more rapidly to final judgments 
but of all others In the cycles of the years 
this is not that time. 


A NEW TREATY. 


The new treaty between England and 
the United States covenanted last month 
between Minister Rhelps and Lord Rose- 
l>ery, and which convention is nsw before 
the Senate of the L'nited States, provides 
for an enlargement -of causes for extra­ 
dition of criminals. The additionalorimes 
named for which fugitives may Is’ re­ 
turned from either eouutry to the&iher 
are manslaughter, burglary, embezzlement 
or larceny (values of $00), and malicicns 
injuries to property whereby life and pe~ 
son shall be endangered, if aueh injuries 
resulted iu crime according to the laws of 
both countries. 
The treaty is made to 
cover persons convicted of crime as well as 
those charged with the offenses specified. 
The reservation is made that these crimes 
shall not be used as disguises to secure the 
extradition of political offenders in order 
to put them on trial as such. The treaty 
ought to be promptly ratified. There is 
no reason why the two great English­ 
speaking nations should not have perfect 
community of interest in the punishment* 
of crimes common to those countries. It 
will be seen that the supplemental list of 
offenses covers a broad field, and will make 
it very unhappy for embezzlers, larcenists 


E v e n “ Uncle George” himself is of 
the opinion that the present session of the 
legislature can elect his successor. This 
news is telegraphed from Washington. 
He thinks it would be unjust to do so, hut 
the legality of it he does not question. He 
need have no fears regarding the injustice 
of the action, it is commanded by the su­ 
preme authority, and the legislators can­ 
not avoid obedience to it. There is, there­ 
fore, no question of injustice to the late 
Senator Hearst in the matter, lie was 
temporarily appointed, not until his suc­ 
cessor was elected, but until the “ next 
meeting of the Legislature.” That meet­ 
ing has taken place. Suppose now that 
the Legislature fails to elect on the day ap­ 
pointed, that it adjourns and refuses to act, 
can that possibly requalify Mr. Hearst to 
hold a seat in the Senate '! Obviously not. 
SupjKjse this extra session had not been 
called and that next January at the regu­ 
lar meeting of the Legislature that body 
should refuse to its duty and elect a Sena­ 
tor for General Miller’s unexpired term, 
could that neglect by any possibility con­ 
tinue Mr. Hearst in office? 
Certainly 
not.

P r o m in e n t agents of hydraulic mining 
interests are active about the Legislature. 
These gentlemen lose their time. No ir­ 
rigation bills can help them. The valley 
people have established the doctrine in the 
•State and Federal Courts that the deposi­ 
tion of hydraulic mining debris in the 
rivers or their tributaries, or in such place 
or manner that it will come into the nav­ 
igable rivers, is unlawful, a public nui­ 
sance, and not tolerable. The Congress of 
the l'nited States and the proper depart­ 
ments of the Federal Government have 
held likewise. No act by any Legislature 
of any State can by any possibility give 
any one license to fill, clog, dam, obstruct' 
or destroy the navigable streams, directly 
or by indirection. That question is settled, 
and all the appropriation declarations in 
the world cannot undo it. AYhgt may he 
done in the way of starving the river of its 
natural supplies, is another question. So, 
too, what may be attempted in the way of 
appropriating the river itself, no one can 
tell. The friends of the valley and river 
should be awake to home interests and 
read all measures between the lines.

S e n a t o r I n g a l i j s , who went off at a 
tangent on the hydraulic mining question 
and gave “ Uncle George” such able sup­ 
port in his opposition to valley interests, 
has again testified to his ability to “ go 
wrong.”

Such red-hot de­ 
nunciation, indeed, has not been heard in 
Congress in many a day. Senator Ingalls 
has had the courage, however, to confess 
liis error and withdraw the charges he 
made. 
Evidently the gentleman is /me of 
those who “ go off half cocked,” to adopt 
the phraseology of the border. 


F r a n c e has one out of every thirteen 
of her able-bodied men in uniform as a 
soldier or in naval service, whom the 
twelve must pay to keep them in order 
and to withstand their enemies. In the 
United States we have but one in 314 so 
employed. These facts are pointed out by 
the eminent statistician, Edward Atkin­ 
son. The figures ought to convince Ameri­ 
cans who are prone to doubt our strength 
that we are in reality the stronger nation 
of the two. The people who govern them­ 
selves with least aid of officers and soldiers 
are the safer, more peaceful and trustful. 
It is in the very fact that we are all con­ 
servators of the peace as citizens, and all 
soldiers on call on emergencies, that our 
strength dwells, not in the number of 
idlers we pay to carry muskets.

office for four years, an d it refused to put th e 
«Act form ing new S enatorial districts into efiect 
at once. T here was some talk about usurpa­ 
tion. you recol ect, a n d a dual Senate in 1885. 
It happened, how ever, th a t u nder th e old ap­ 
portionm ent tw enty Senators w ere elected from 
odd-num bered districts a n d tw enty from even- 
num bered. 
To m ake a long story short, th e uncertainty 
o f th e situution and the am bition o f Senatorial 
candidates in both p arties caused th e m atter to 
be brought before th e Suprem e Court in 1884 on 
m andam us. T hat body decided th a t the Sena­ 
tors from th e odd-num bered districts w ent out, 
u n d er th e C onstitution, in 1884, and 
hence 
tw enty m em liers of the present Senate w ere 
elected at th e last election for tw o years, o r un­ 
til Jan u ary , 1887. Now, if vou w ill exam ine th e 
Senatorial’ apportionm ent bill of 1883, you w ill 
discover th a t th e concluding section says : ‘This 
Act shall not take effect u n til July 1,1886.* T he 
object w as, of course, to perpetuate th e Senate 
o f 1883; but w hat have we now ? 
“ lo day there is a law w hich says, for in ­ 
stance, th a t Sacram ento shall have oue Senator, 
lu th e present •senate she h as two. W hich is 
th e legal representative? As th e law stands, 
A lam eda is en titled to six Senators. She has 
b u t two. Is th a t county com pelled to be repre­ 
sented in th is way w hen th ere is a law to th e 
contrary in foice? In o th er words, is th e Senate 
co n v cn td by G overnor Stonem an a legal body ? 
Can it pass any law s not open to the objection 
th a t th ey are illegal and void? 
“ These are conundrum s th a t m ust be a n ­ 
sw ered,” said Mr. Kellogg, “ before th is thing 
goes m uch further, for it will be m anifestly use­ 
less for us to sit here three w eeks to m ature 
legislation for th e Suprem e Court to declare 
in v alid .”

T he G overnor’s call for an ex tra session found 
L ieutenant-G overnor D aggett doing Yosemite. 
D w ight H ollister, of Sacram ento, lias been 
added to th e Assembly Com m ittee on Mileage, 
in place of A ssem blym an Laflerty, deceased. 
T he Assem bly Com m ittees on Irrigation and 
C onstitutional A m endm ents, upon m otion of 
M unday, have been increased four m em bers 
each. T he Speaker has not as yet nam ed the 
additional m em bers. 
A m em ber of th e T hird House says Sacram ento 
is th e place, of all others, to hold a Legislature 
w here a m oneyed fight is to be m ade. The nam e 
is so suggestive, Sack-ram cuto. 
Irrigationists are com plaining because “ the 
w ell ” has not been opened in th e basem ent of 
the Capitol. They should not growl, for Porter 
is alw ays to be found iu th e Sergeant-at-A rm s’ 
room. 
After adjournm ent o f th e Senate yesterday the 
C hair selected th e follow ing-nam ed m em bers as 
the Com m ittee on Rules; Messrs. Cross, Del 
Valle, McClure, Johnson o f Sonoma, an d W hit 
ney. They w ill be announced to-day. 
The attach es elected in the Senate yesterday 
w ere th e sam e th at served at the last regular 
session, w ith th e exception of th e A ssistant 
Sergeant-at-A rm s, there being a vacancy in th at 
office caused by th e death of th e form er in ­ 
cum bent. 
Dr. May’s bill for defraying the expenses oi 
th e Legislature is m ade upon a thirty days’ 
basis. H as th e doctor m ade a prone r diagnosis 
oí the case? T he average looker-on th in k s he 
w ill have to repeat th e dose. 
Would it not be

T he n am e of S enator Yroom&n has been 
spoken of in connection w ith th e vacancy in 
th e U nited States Senatorship, but w hen spoken 
to last night, he said th a t uo such thought 
would be ior a m om ent en tertain ed by linn un­ 
d er auy «circumstance. 
In th e course of a b rie f debate in th e Senate 
yesterday over the m atter of the appointm ent of 
a Com m ittee on Rulex, Mr. Cross rem arked th at 
the disagreeing D em ocrats of th e last session 
had since “ scak en h aad s over th e bloody 
chasm , aud expected soon to vote together.” 
T his is th e first intim ation of auy burial o f the 
gory Stockton C onvention hatchet. 
Mr. Shorb stated last evening th at, so far as 
the friends o f irrigation w ere concerned, no at­ 
tem pt w hatever would finally be m ade to in ter­ 
fere w ith the Suprem e Court. This change of 
intention, he stated, was out of deference to 
the protests o f th e m em bers of the bar an d the 
press against the proposed action. 
Caucuses seem to be the order of th e day. 
R eporters are kept busy h u n tin g them up. 
T hree individuals on a street corner, or in a 
hotel corridor, constitute a caucus. The caucus 
generally cou.-ists of the following tr io : A 
m em ber, a representative o f oue of the oppos­ 
ing m oneyed tactions, and th e sack. The latter 
is the m ost im portant of th e trio, and upon its 
size depends th e binding influence th a t flows 
from such meeliiags. 
I t is astonishing w hat im plicit faith some 
m en have in th e ir leaders. Y esterday a m em ­ 
ber o f the Assembly, from th e arid southern 
plains, said he w as w illing to support any m il 
th a t em anated from the Irrigation B ureau. 
“ It 
was com posed of m en of brains, th e peers of 
any A m erican citizen, living or d ead ,” he 
“ w ould not except Jesus Christ or D aniel Web­ 
ster.” 
T he D em ocratic State Central Com m ittee have 
becom e frightened a t the situation, and have 
gone back uppn th e ir G overnor ior recom m end­ 
ing a reorganization oi th e Judiciary. H ad not 
th e G overnor better rew rite his message, now in 
th e hands of th e press, before subm itting it to 
th e Legislature ? Is th is Legislature to be a sec­ 
ond edition of th e ütockiou Convention 
I>e B arth Shorb, o f the E xecutive Com m ittee 
oi the Irrigation C onvention, states th a t so far 
as th e com m ittee was concerned, it had used 
th e w ord ** innavigable” rivers in the bills to 
present to th e Legislature wh< 
th e sam e were 
being prepared, and th a t its om ission in the 
bills published was an error. There was no in­ 
tention w hatever, he states, ot leaving a loop­ 
hole through w hich siickens could creep iu. 
A private caucus was held in the 3uprem e 
Court room, by m em bers of th e Assembly yes­ 
terday afternoon, im m ediately after adjourn­ 
m ent of th e low er House. The purpose, it is 
understood, was to tak e steps to prevent any 
•“ railroading” ot bills through th e Legislature 
w ithout tim e taken to debate and consider 
them . T his is said to have beeu pu t forth upon 
the und erstan d in g th at no tim e was to be al­ 
low ed for debate, or not to exceed five m inutes 
to each m em ber th a t desired L> speak. No 
definite action was taken. 
A prom inent D em ocrat discussing th e situa­ 
tion last night at th«e Golden Eagle s a id : “Gov­ 
ernor ¡stoneman is a m an of gigantic blunders.

o f th e Court upon a purely legal question duly 
subm itted to it ; and w hereas, we, th e m em bers 
o f th e B ar A ssociation o f San Francisco and 
m em bers o fth e b ar practicing in th is State, de­ 
sire to protest against the action of the Gov­ 
ernor an d to express o u r views as to the attack 
th u s m ade upon the Suprem e Court : therefore, 
be it 
Kesotred, T h at th e freedom an d independence

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


¥ e a r fu l o f E n em ieft. 
Yesterday morning, on the arrival of the 
train from W oodland, Mr. Sullivan, for­ 
m erly an attorney of Folsom, but latterly 
living at W oodland, approached Deputy 
Sheriff Lee at the depot, and informed him 
th at two men had attempted to take his life 
on the train between Davisville and this 
city, and that latterly seven attem pts to 
kill him had been made by his enemies, 
including once when an effort had been 
m ade to poison him . The officer suspected 
that he was insane or had been drinking to 
excess, and questioned him as to the latter, 
to which he replied that he did not drink a 
drop of an y th in g ; if he did “ they ” would 
have succeeded in killing him long before 
this, but he was too canning to give them 
such a chance. 
Leaving the officer, he 
started to enter the Wesiern Hotel ‘bus, but 
recoiled quickly and told Lee the two men 
were sitting in the vehicle. 
Lee reassured 
him , stating that there was no danger from 
enem ies in such a public place; if they in ­ 
tended to m ake an attack on him it would 
be when he was alone or nearly so. 
Lee 
concluded, however, that the case had bet­ 
ter be looked into, and turned Sullivan over 
to officer Woods, who took him to the sta­ 
tion-house. 
W hile he was there he ap­ 
peared to be rational, and, as lie was anx­ 
ious to see a certain law yer and get $500, 
with which to go East, he was not detained. 
It is said that about a week ago he was in 
trouble of m ind relative to his im aginary 
enemies in W oodland. 


B roke Up the Fight. 
About 12:30 yesterday m orning Chief 
D illm an saw a num ber of persons standing 
in front of John N orton's saloon, on K 
street, between T hird and Fourth, and 
learned that a fight was in progress in the 
rear of the establishm ent. 
H e found the 
door fastened, but, on his threatening to 
break it in, it was opened and he found 
th at H enry Jtobinson and Jack H aw kins 
had been having a little dispute under the 
rules of the London prize ring to determ ine 
which was the better m an, an argum ent 
w ith fists which they tecently had in 
M arysville or Chico having been inter­ 
rupted. leaving the subject open for further 
consideration. 
Robinson was stripped to 
the waist, and his face gave evidence of his 
opponent having argued emphatically and 
right to the point. H aw kins had “skipped'' 
out the hack door on the alarm of "police’’ 
being given, and escaped. 
The Chief took 
Robinson to the calalioose, and made some 
rem arks which caused H aw kins to subse­ 
quently surrender üimseif. 
At the session 
of the Police Court they pleaded guilty on 
a charge of disturbing the peace, and were 
fined $40 each, in default of which they 
will be liable to service in the ehaingang. 
Considerable com plaint has been 
made 
relative to Norton’s saloon by people living 
in the vicinity, and the Chief of Police yes­ 
terday expressed his determ ination to have 
its proprietor arrested for keeping a dis­ 
orderly house. 


The D redger. 
Colonel Von Schm idt’s m en have u n ­ 
loaded the pipe, to be used in pum ping 
sedim ent into China slough, from the barge 
upon w hich it was brought up from the 
Bay, and it is now being prepared for lay­ 
ing. The dredger will commence oper­ 
ations at the old m outh of the American, 
and gradually eat her way through the 
bank into the old bed of the river, from 
which the m aterial to be used will be 
m ainly taken. 
The canal she constructs as 
she advances will furnish the water neces­ 
sary to wet the sand sufficiently to adm it 
of its being forced through 
the pipes. 
(Many citizens have an idea that the m a­ 
il.-rial for tilling the slough will be lifted 
into the elevated end of a Hume or pipe, 
and run down the slough by gravitation. 
T his is not the case. 
It will be pum ped 
through pipes, as the city water is.) W ork­ 
m en are engaged, in m aking excavations 
for the passage of the pipes beneath the 
railroad (racks. 
It is thought the pum p­ 
ing will be commenced about the m iddle 
or latter part of next week.

4 Two A ppropriations of the Sacram ento 
R iver Above Its Chief T ributaries. 
! 
January 30, 1884, the Stony Creek Canal 
Company posted a notice on the bank of 
the Sacram ento river not far above Colusa, 
th a t it thereby appropriated the water 
bowing in the river to the extent of 500,000 
inches, measured under a four-inch press­ 
: ure. 
The purpose is recited to tap the river 
and take out the water by canal sixty feet 
wide at the bottom and throughout its en­ 
tire length, ana from seventeen to eighteen 
feet deep at the point of commencement, 
and going down two or three feet below 
low-water m ark in the river. The object 
was recited to be to irrigate lands over a 
wide area ; 
to furnish water for domestic 
purposes to people of towns and villages 
and farms, and for water power for mills, 
and for manufactories along and near the 
canal, and for navigation, and for boating 
saw-logs, boats, barges and water craft of 
everv description throughout the entire 
length of the canal. But this was not the 
first appropriation 
of the 
Sacramento 
river’s waters. 
It was preceded, 
by a 
m onth and a half, by a claim we give be­ 
low in full. 
The point where the canal is 
to depart from the river is the same in 
both cases, and the only essential difference 
is that in the prior appropriation scheme 
the plan is to go down only Id feet, and to 
sink one or two feet below low-water m ark, 
while the later appropriation is for a canal 
18 feet deep and to go down two or three 
feet below low-water m ark. It is probable 
th at the notice and claim of the Stony 
Creek Company 
swallowed 
the earlier 
one 
of Mr. 
Bideout, or 
it is pos­ 
sible that 
both 
claims 
remain 
and 
represent two appropriations aggregating 
1.000,000 inches of water of the river. 
The Stony Creek Canal Company’s scheme, 
it will be remembered, was first called to 
public attention as objectionable by the 
Kecobd-Uniox some two years ago, and ob­ 
jected to at that tim e vigorously. The re­ 
sult was a hot debate between this journal 
and the Colusa Sun relative to the effect on 
the river of the canal and relative to the 
right of the company to take the water of 
a navigable stream and divert it for private 
gain by selling the water for irrigation, for 
motive power, for use of towns and cities, 
and to create a new water-way for boats 
and all sorts of water craft. 
We present 
below, as of interest, to show the need of 
om itting from the appropriation bills the 
navigable rivers, the full text of the first 
appropriation claim upon the Sacramento 
riv e r: 
W A TER NOTICE. 
Notice is hereby given by the undersigned 
that he desires and intends to appropriate the 
water flowing in the Sacramento river at the 
point at which this notice is posted, to-wit: 
About 20 chains below the north boundary of 
township 22, and east of the red land; that he 
claims the water therein flowing to the extent 
of 500,000 iuches. measured under a four-inch 
pressure; that the purposes for which he in­ 
tends to divert it are as lollows: 
1. Irrigating the lands of the Sacramento val­ 
ley east of the general course of a canal which 
he intends to construct, running from the river 
at this point as far west on the pUins of Colusa 
county as the fall will practically permit; also, 
to water the lands along the margin of the Sac­ 
ramento river. 
2. For furnishing water for domestic purposes 
to people of towns and villages along or near its 
course, and to people residing on farms. 
3. For ftirnishiug water power for mills and 
all mechanical and manufacturing purposes. 
4. For floating sawlogs, timber, wood, lumber, 
boats, barges, etc. The places of intended use 
are the places hereinabove named. 
That the means by which he intends to divert 
said water is a ditch which shall be sixty feet 
wide and sixteen feet deep at the river, going 
down to one or two feet below low-water mark.

As the Suprem e Court in its objec­ 
tionable decision lias declared the doctrine 
of riparian rights to be in force in this 
State, and as that doctrine is directly in ­ 
imical to the appropriation of water for 
agricultural uses, and as there can he no 
progress and prosperity in California w ith­ 
out irrigation, the Legislature is convened 
to set aside this doctrine and pass laws 
establishing a system of water rights that 
will be in harm ony w ith the popular ne­ 
cessities and in fine w ith the only condi­ 
tions upon which tlie cultivation of the 
soil can be m aintained.— Xccnda Transcript.
